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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: "Unitary plug" in claim 23 is not found in the 
orginal claims and the specification, hence, it is a new matter. There is not seen "unitary plug" in the drawings either. Drawings merely 
disclose a conductive layer 215 filling the contact hole 203. There is no unitary plug formation as an undivided or whole plug in the 
drawings as argued by applicant. "Unitary" may be defined as undivide or whole in the dictionary, but dictionary does not teach forming a 
plug. Hence, it is impermissible to import the meaning of dictionary into the claimed invention. Blair clearly teaches at col. 5, lines 50-67 
and fig. 8, forming a cobalt silicide layer 36 at the bottom of the contact hole 28 while forming a CVD titanium nitride (TiN) layer 326 
directly on the cobalt layer 324 and the metal silicide interface layer reaction conditions, such as temperature and gaseous ambient £re 
selected and forming a unitary plug 324/326/338. Wiecaorek also clearly teaches at col. 5, lines 32+ and fig. 2C and fig. 2D, forming a 
cobalt silicide laypr 109 at the bottom of the contact hole 102 while forming a titanium nitride layer 115 directly on the cobalt layer 115, 
forming a unitary plug 1 17 on the titanium nitride layer 1 15 so as to fill the contact hole. And, Sumi also teaches at col. 4, lines 48+, 
forming a cobalt silicide layer (Co silicide) at the bottom of the contact hole while forming (filling the contact hole) a unitary plug on the 
cobalt layer. 
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
